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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 3, 11 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims recite of "a despreader which despreads the code received from a 
base station and the codes output from the signal selector and outputs a dispreading 
result;'. In reviewing the specification and the drawings, correlators are used to 
despread the received signal with the selected code to output a despreading result as it 
is very well known in the art. However, applicant's disclosure does not show 
despreading both the signal (code) and the selected code. Therefore, it would be 
unpredictable to practice Applicant's claimed invention and therefore require an undue 
amount of experimentation to make and use the claimed invention. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 - 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 5, 13 and 14 recite the limitation of "a plurality of multiplexers which 
selectively output ones from among the first codes stored in the N-bit 
registers... .and a selector which receives and selectively outputs either the selected 
ones of the first codes or the second codes..." in Lines 12 - 17, of claim 1, Lines 1 1 - 
1 6 of claim 5, Lines 1 4 - 1 8 of claim 1 3 and Lines 11 - 1 5 of claim 14. It is unclear from 
the claim language above what is the selected as an output from the multiplexers. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 28, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the indicated claim feature, "a despreader 
which despreads the code received from a base station and the codes output from the 
signal selector and outputs a despreading result," is enabled. 
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Examiner submits that in order to despread a received signal or code, the 
received signal or code would have to be correlated with a PN code. Therefore it would 
be incorrect to say that a despreader would despread the received code and the code. 

Applicants submit that the multiplexer selectively outputs "ones," as in a digital 1 
or 0, and that the selector then outputs either the 1 or the second codes received from 
registers 1351 and 1361. 

Examiner submits the binary "1" is not clear in the claim language. Although it 
might be clear when "a plurality of multiplexers which selectively output ones from 
among the first codes...." In lines 12 - 13, it is not clear when "a selector receives and 
selectively outputs either the selected ones of the first codes or the second codes" in 
lines 15-16. It is not clear if the "selected ones" is referred to the selected binary value 
"1" of the first codes or the selected values.
